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Report of Selectmen 


The greatest problem that confronts your Selectmen 
is the same one that has been emphasized in the past, 
that of building roads to withstand the increased traffic, 
and we are convinced that the most economical road is 
the oil or tar bound one, especially on the hills and the 
soft, springy, so called country roads. We strongly 
recommend that a sum be appropriated each year in ad- 
dition to the usual town maintenance appropriation to 
build at least one road a year, making it a semi-perm- 
anent road, and so eventually cut the annual appropri- 
ation. The Federal Hill road is in very bad condition, 
and if the sum of $1000 could be expended on it the en- 
suing year, and at least make a start upon this plan, it 
would seem as if in the long run that it would be the 
most economical thing the town could do. 

The town maintenance and state aid maintenance ac- 
counts were overdrawn this year, due entirely to the 
flood conditions in the late fall. We were in hopes to 
receive a rebate from the state to cover these overdrafts 
but were successful on the state aid account cnly. 

The Federal Aid Wilton road did not hold up dur- 
ing the winter of 1926, and it was necessary to expend 
quite a sum on it this spring, for which no provision 
had been made. 

The state aid construction road to Mont Vernon. was 
completed. This road overran the estimate of the state 
engineers by quite a sum, making it necessary to post- 
pone the completion of the Dean Moore Hill road until 
spring. 

Your Selectmen found it advisable to purchase a new 
truck for the joint use of the Water and Sewer Depart- 
ments this spring. The cost of repairing the old truck 
was excessive as compared with a new one. With the 
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present truck all the hauling of pipe and gravel can be 
handled, thus eliminating a large trucking item. This 
accounts for the overdraft in the Sewer Maintenance 
Account. 

_ The repairs to the town hall were completed and we 
have a much improved auditorium. The new dishes are 
much appreciated by the ladies. 

There should be a concrete pier placed through the 
middle of the bridge on the North River road. This 
bridge was built with long granite slabs, and some of 
them have snapped, but it is thought that a pier will 
add many years to the life of the bridge. 

Looking into the future we must make provisions 
for the relaying of the sewers on Nashua and Union 
streets and Highland avenue. These are badly clogged 
with roots and it would seem wise to begin this year 
with an appropriation of $1500.00 and go as far as pos- 
sible. 

The engineer of the water department’s report this 
year calls attention to the fact that a new standpipe 
should be erected in the near future.

The town meeting of March, 1926, voted to build a 
war memorial principally of Milford granite, on the 
Oval, at a cost not to exceed $15,000, and authorized a 
committee of 15 to select the design and proceed with 
the work, financing it by serial notes. 

Through 1926 the committee examined many de- 
signs and early in 1927 it approved the plans submitted 
by Pattee & Peters, Boston architects and landscapers. 
The plan for the War Memorial included a_ granite 
monument with flagpole, curbing, seats, and bronze 
lamps. It also included rearrangement of the entire 
Oval in accord with drawings and blueprints approved 
by the committee. The “landscaping” of the Oval was 
an important part of the whole plan. It required new 
walks, new granite steps, the removal of one. elm tree, 
relocating the bandstand, removal of the old flagpole, 
and considerable new planting of trees and shrubs. 

The contract for the granite memorial was awarded 
after competitive bids to the lowest bidder, the New 
Westerly Granite Company. Other work was done by 
contract. 

On the evening of Armistice Day, November 11, 
1927, the memorial was dedicated with suitable exer- 
cises. . 

Completion of the whole project cannot be done un- 
til spring, when the plantings called for in the archi- © 
tect’s plans will be made.

The death of P. R. Woodman, which occurred during 
the past year, is a loss deeply regretted by the members 
of the commission. Mr. Woodman was largely respons- 
ible for the formation of the commission and was much 
interested in its work. He was especially interested in 
the installation of the equipment for the children at the 
different school playgrounds and it is largely due to his 
untiring efforts that so much for them was accomplished 
in the few short years that the commission has been 
functioning. 

In some ways the past year has been the most active 
of any since the commission was appointed. More work 
was done upon Endicott Park than ever before, in grad- 
ing and filling the ball field, and we believe it is the 
unanimous belief of the balf players and the general 
public that the park has been largely improved. 

A junior ball field was surveyed and a backstop 
built, bases purchased and the field mowed, for younger 
boys. This work was done so late in the season that it 
was not made much use of. It is expected that it will 
be more used this spring. 

About six hundred dollars was expended in equip- 
ping the grammar school grounds with up-to-date play- 
ground equipment. This equipment was the best that 
could be purchased and was erected in a most substan- 
tial and safe manner by F. E. Cooley. It is comprised 
of swings and teeter boards at the west and east end of 
the field. The amount expended for this work was $195 
in excess of the appropriation. It was two years’ work 
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done in one year in order to do it in the most economical 
manner. The equipment was paid for but Mr. Cooley 
agreed to wait until 1928 appropriation was made for 
his personal compensation. 

If anyone doubts the usefulness of this installation 
they have only to visit this school during the recreation 
periods, when every available swing is in use. This is 
true long after school hours, even until dark. 

There is additional grading which needs to be done 
at this school playground. The equipment at all the 
district playgrounds has to be looked after and kept fit 
so as to eliminate possible accidents. 

The suggestion has been made that the commission 
another winter flood a part of Endicott Park for a skat- 
ing rink for the small boys and girls. This will be 
looked into carefully and if it can be done at a reason- 
able expense it will be tried out. So many accidents 
have happened on Railroad pond this winter that pa- 
rents do not like to have their children use that for 
skating.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Milford Free Library: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Milford 
Free Library for the year ending January 31, 1928. 


The library has been open 304 days during the usual 
hours, 9.30 to 12 mornings, 2 to 6 afternoons, and 7 to 
8.30 evenings except on Saturday when the closing time 
is 9 p. m. 

This year we have returned to our banner circula- 
tion of 40,000, having given out 40,091 books with an 
average daily circulation of 131. This is the third year 
that the circulation has reached this high figure for a 
town of the size of Milford. 

We have added to our reference department the ten 
volumes of the World Book and the one volume Lin- 
coln Library, both of much value, especially in our 
work for the schools. 

Another steel stack has been placed in our stack 
room. The handsome bookcase in the reading room has 
been altered into an attractive and useful case for mag- 
azines. 3 | 

Miss Ruth French who had served very acceptably 
as assistant librarian for several years, resigned the 
first of September to return to the profession of teach- 
ing. Her place was taken by Miss Mabel Hammond 
who had been fitting for the position by attending the 
summer school at New Hampshire University for two 
years and serving as substitute in the library. 

We were extremely glad to keep Miss French con- 
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nected with the library interests, for she consented to 
serve as one of our trustees last spring.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners, 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1927. 

The activities of this’ department have been confined 
largely to two construction jobs. We laid 1000 feet of 
6-inch pipe on Summer street extension. This was 
mostly rock excavation and cost a great deal more than 
ordinary construction. We also laid 700 feet of 6-inch 
pipe on Mason road, adding 18 services and two hy- 
drants to the system. 

We have replaced 11 leaking goose-necks and one 
hydrant which was broken by an automobile. 

We started to strip the loam from the meadow at 
the pumping station, in order to make a reservoir, but 
owing to an extremely wet season we had to abandon 
the proposition until another year. 

I thank the board for their hearty co-operation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Milford: 
I herewith submit my ninth annual report, which is 
also the twenty-third in the series of such reports. 
Organization of Supervisory Union No. 40 
There has been no change in this Union from last 
year. By referring to page 113 of last year’s report, a 
full description will be found. 


Teachers 

The number of changes in the teaching staff in Mil- 
ford has been so small this last year that it is quite 
worthy to note it. In the High School, years VII to 
XII, Miss Ruth French of Milford was appointed to 
teach English and geography. The increasing size of 
gtades VII and VIII necessitated the appointment of 
this additional teacher. In the Latin Department Miss 
Elizabeth Greenberg of Greenland, New Hampshire, 
and an honor graduate of the three year course in the 
Keene Normal School, replaced Miss Ruth Piper. At 
the. New Elementary Building Miss, Tobie has taken 
grade V, the room formerly taught by Miss McGary. 
Mrs. Powers, after a year’s absence from school work, 
was assigned to the sixth grade room made vacant by 
Miss Tobie. No changes occurred in the four rural 
schools. 

To summarize the situation, there are employed in 
Milford School District a total of thirty-two teachers 
distributed as follows: High School sixteen (includes a 
cadet assistant from Keene Normal School), Elemen- 
tary Building twelve, and Rurals four. 


National Education Association and 
Professional Improvement 
There are many ways in which school men and 
school women may improve themselves as professional 
workers. Some of these are almost automatically pro- 
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vided for them. Others they must seek themselves. By 
the former reference is made to teachers’ institutes 
which are conducted throughout New Hampshire each 
year by the State Board of Education, and to conven- 
tions, which are meetings of professional organizations. 
Teachers have a right by law to attend institutes and 
with almost no exceptions are permitted by School 
Boards to attend conventions. At these meetings two 

_ kinds of programs are usually offered. First, general 

’ and inspirational talks by prominent worthwhile speak- 
ers, and, second, what are commonly called sectional 
meetings at which various subjects of school studies 
and methods of teaching the same are considered. One 
of the noteworthy and important meetings. to be held 
in this part of the country recently is that of the De- 
partment of Superintendence of the National Education 
Association held at Boston, February 25 to March 1, 
1928. The foremost educators of the country, leaders 
in their several special branches, appeared on the pro- 
gram, the general theme of which was the work of the 
secondary school. An important and interesting feature 
of the meeting was the elaborate exhibit of school 
books, supplies, and devices and the demonstration of 
school work by groups of school pupils. In order that 
every teacher in this Union might be able to attend this 
meeting the February vacation was fixed so that no 
school would be in session at any time during the week’s 
meeting. Many of the teachers in this Union availed 
themselves of this rare opportunity. 


Special Activities 

1. Music. Several years ago much interest was cre- 
-ated in this subject by a series of musical entertain- 
ments given at the Town Hall by elementary pupils. As 
a result the work in these grades has gone forward most 
enthusiastically under the direction of the music super- 
visor, who continues to visit each room, including rurals, 
once each week. 
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In High School interest has seemed to he less until 
recently. This year preparations are under way for a 
public presentation of “Pinafore” by High School pu- 
pils. Added to this in stimulating interest has been the 
Glee Club and orchestra work as well as the regular 
vocal instruction. The enjoyment of music has been em- 
phasized as an objective. The results are a marked im- 
provement in our High School music. If financial as- 
sistance could be secured to help provide musical in- 
struments and music scores, the results in High School 
would be even better than they are now. Many school 
systems provide regularly for this in their budgets. 
Much credit should be given Miss Fuller for her en- 
thusiasm and her willingness to give extra time for or- 
chestra and Glee Club rehearsals. 

2. Drawing. Some teachers have natural skill in 
drawing and delight in teaching it to their pupils as 
occasion offers; other teachers, however, find it difficult 
to teach this subject. The result is that children receive 
instruction that is hit-or-miss due to the fact that there 
is no one person to coordinate all of the work. Although 
drawing is not commonly called a fundamental subject, 
yet much talent exists among pupils which could be 
brought out if a drawing supervisor were employed. 
This matter ought to be thoughtfully considered. 

3. Physical Education. Instruction and practice of 
everyday habits of hygiene are given in all of our 
schools. At the High School all Junior girls are re- 
quired to take a course in Nursing and Physiology. 
During the fall and spring, when weather permits, all 
girls and boys are given out-of-door calisthenics. 
Grades VII and VIII have regular class room instruc- 
tion in hygiene. Pupils in all classes below Grade VII 
have calisthenic drills daily and regular textbook in- 
struction which is somewhat more intensive than that 
given in grades VII and VIII. An excellent series of 
textbooks written by J. Mace Andress and Annie Tur- 
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ner Andress is in use. These emphasize the practical 
value of health as their titles show: Grade VI, Health 
and Good Citizenship; Grade V, Health and Success; 
Grade IV, Boys and Girls of Wake-up Town; Grade 
III, a Journey to Health Land. The usual work of the 
School Doctor and School Nurse are reported elsewhere 
over their signatures. A discussion of our organized 
athletics will be found in Headmaster Reed’s report. 


4. B.and C. Subjects. In New Hampshire we mean 
by this such activities as are not included under the 
usual class room subjects. Headmaster Reed has de- 
scribed these fully for High School. For elementary 
schools the special assemblies of pupils should be men- 
tioned. These include observance of special days such 
as Columbus Day, Thanksgiving, Christmas, Valen- 
tine’s Day, Lincoln’s Birthday, Washington’s Birthday, 
Memorial Day, etc. Different grades take turns in pro- 
viding the programs for the whole school. In this way 
children learn the significance of these days while they 
are also learning how to take their place in public af- 
fairs. 

The school room should not be merely a place to 
prepare girls and boys for life as they must meet it in 
later years, but it should be life itself day by day for 
them. Responsibility in the future can only be taught 
‘by giving responsibility in the present.

Rural Schools and Transportation 


Four one-room schools are open—Laurel, North, Os- 
good and Pine Valley. Federal Hill school has not 
been maintained since the school year 1923-24 but the 
building is in proper condition should occasion require 

: its use in the future. The “Shedd” schoolhouse was 
sold in 1921-22 and has been removed. 

The rural school conditions have a direct bearing on 
transportation in three ways, size of the school, grades 
in the school, and distance pupils live from the school. 

Laurel School with the first three grades only pre- 
sents no difficulties as the number registered can easily 
be accommodated, and for grades beyond three pupils 
are within walking distance of the village building. This 
school is considered distinctly as a primary room and as 
such has not had an undue number of changes in teach- 
ers. 

To the North school are assigned pupils in grades I 
to VI. In spite of the fact that the enrollment for the 
last five years has been 16, 16, 16, 15, and 16 respective- 
ly, this school has not been closed, because the senti- 
ment of the District a few years ago distinctly approved 
an appropriation to remodel the building and continue 
the school. Although no pupils have to be transported 
to this building as all who attend live within two miles, 
a small transportation route is maintained to accommo- 
date VII and VIII grade pupils who must attend at 
the High School Building. With modern conditions of 
heating and lighting and with the continuing services of 
Mrs. Jennison as teacher, this school has been called by 
some who have visited it a “School Home.” 

The situation at Osgood school is more difficult for 
two reasons, namely, large enrollment and necessity for 
transportation. It so happens that several families live 
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more than two miles from this schoolhouse and there- 
fore must be transported. Other children in this section 
of the town are registered in grades VII and VIII and 
must also be transported. An effort has constantly been 
made to have the same transportation routes serve these 
two purposes. Incidentally it is possible when the 
school has an unusually large enrollment to transport 
one other grade to the village and thus relieve the teach- 
er at Osgood. This year there is only one sixth grade 
pupil and she is brought to the village. Next year it 
seems probable that a considerable rearrangement of 
transportation and assignment of pupils can be made 
with advantage to all concerned. The present teacher, 
Miss Mack, has been sending well prepared pupils to 
gerade VII at the High School. 

Pine Valley school is a two-room building erected 
in 1911 but only one of the rooms, however, has been © 
used thus far. When the enrollment in grades I to VI 
becomes large enough to justify two teachers, the other 
room should be equipped and opened. Grades VII and 
VIII are provided for elsewhere. Some years: this has 
been done by paying tuition at Wilton and having the 
pupils walk to school. This plan is not always sure be- 
cause Wilton may not have accommodations for them 
and furthermore some may live more than two miles 
from the Wilton school. It has, therefore, seemed best 
to transport grades VII and VIII to Milford village and 
give them the opportunities which all others have in the 
High School. At present Mr. Foster is carrying these 
children in a very comfortable, closed bus, in which 
there is room enough to transport also grades V and VI. 
This leaves at the Pine Valley school grades I to IV 
only, with a total enrollment of 34. Each year a deci- 
sion must be made whether to open the other room or 
transport grades V and VI as well as grades VII and 
VIII to the village. The expense involved seems to fa: 
vor the latter method for the present. Should grades 
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V and VI become overcrowded at the village the second 
room at Pine Valley would have to be opened. 


Buildings, Grounds, and Equipment 

1. As a matter of record it should be noted that the 
following things have been accomplished since last 
year: 

Refinishing remainder of the driveway and walks at 
High School. 

Continuation of improvements to roofs and gutters 
at High School. 

Painting exterior of Laurel School. 

Installation of laboratory ‘hood in Chemistry room 
in High School. 

Planting of shrubbery on Elementary Building 
grounds. 

Equipping another room with new shades. 

Purchase and installation of ten M. A. shop benches. 

The usual minor repairs including summer cleaning. 

2. Needs to be considered for the coming year are 
as follows : 

Inside painting and varnishing at the High School. 

Shingling, painting and toilet alterations at Pine 
Valley. 

Improvement of ventilation in all rural schools. 

Re-arrangement of the commercial room at the High 
School to provide for growth of this department. 

New laboratory benches for science work. 

Conclusion 

Steady growth and progress of any school system 
depends largely upon well formulated plans. Milfor« 
is favored in having a school board far-seeing in their 
policies and a corps of teachers ready and efficient tc 
put them into effect. Any Superintendent should con- 
sider himself fortunate to be connected with such a 
school sytem.

Maintenance of Standards 


Detailed work reports submitted to the office by each 
teacher shows that the requirements in the different 
departments have been met. In addition to the teachers 
“meeting state and local requirements I find many teach- 
ers correlating and supplementing their regular work 
with worthwhile projects. In the French Department 
some of our pupils are corresponding with French pu- 
pils in the schools of France. In the history department 
one senior division has organized as the House of Rep- 
resentatives, the other as the Senate and a member of 
th faculty acts as President. Bills are introduced into 
this “Congress” by the various methods and acted upon 
according to the theory studied in the text book. In the 
commerce and economics classes first hand and prac- 
tical information has been received by asking repre- 
sentatives from the local bank, Building and Loan As- 
sociation, insurance companies, etc., to talk to the class- 
es. Teachers occasionally make arrangements for their 
classes to visit local and state institutions and industrial 
plants in order that some phase of their theory,may be 
correlated with the practical side. There are many 
other instances of projects being carried on to supple- 
ment the regular work, but space will not permit the 
mention of them here. 


Each year in May the State Department of Educa- 
tion gives standard tests in some of the fundamental 
processes of arithmetic, reading, writing, spelling, gram- 
mar, and geography. The purpose of these tests is to 
ascertain if the skills acquired in the Elementary 
Schools are kept alive in high school. Last May stand- 
ard tests in spelling were given to grades nine to twelve 
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and in geography to grade twelve only. Results in 
spelling were as follows:

Extra-Curricula Activities 
It is a recognized fact that the purpose of all school 
instruction is the best possible development of the pupil 
taught, rather than the acquisition of only subject mat- 
ter. With this thought in mind, our extra-curricula ac- 
tivities are organized and supervised with the hope that 
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a more complete development of the individual will re- 
sult. : 

Some of our extra-curricula activities in which many 
of our pupils participate are: 

1. Athletics. Again for the fourth consecutive year 
we entered the Monadnock Inter-Scholastic Basketball 
League. In 1926 and 1927 our boys won the champion- 
ship, while our girls finished in second place. This year 
both teams are playing good basketball. Our boys are 
leading the league and having only one more game to 
play, they stand a good chance to win a third cup. The 
girls are in second place. 

Z. Debating. We entered in the state wide debat- 
ing contest for the second time. This year we have been 
grouped with Wilton, Peterboro, and Antrim, for pre- 
liminary debates on the question, “Resolved, that the 
United States should grant immediate independence to 
the Philippines.” We have won the championship of 
our group which gives Milford the right to compete 
with five other group champions for the championship 
of the state. These debates will be held at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire sometime in March. 

3. Senior Play. The class of 1928 presented “Wel- 
come Home Jimmy” for their annual class play. The 
benefits are for their “Washington Trip.” | 

4. Junior Prom and Reception to the Seniors. The 

class of 1928 carried out very Succes aug the plans for 
this function as. stated in last year’s report. 

5. Sophomore Prize Speaking ‘Contest. The eleventh 
annual Kaley Prize Speaking Contest was held last Ap- 
vil. The four boys and girls selected for.the final con- 
test were: Richard Towne, William Wolf, Scott Gang- 
loff, Robert Lynch, Barbara Hartshorn, Laura Trafton, 
Winifred Riley and Lea Wirta. 

The first prize of $10.00 was won by Barbara Harts- 
horn, second prize of $5.00 by Richard Towne.

Conclusion 

While I do not believe that two years is sufficient 
time to judge the complete success or failure of our six- 
year organization, nevertheless I feel that it is a great 
improvement over the old plan. 

It was necessary last fall to group the pupils of 
grades seven and eight in three divisions each. The 
method of assigning pupils to the different divisions was 
on the basis of ability, determined by the use of a 
standardized test and from the teachers’ estimates of 
the pupils’ abilities as shown on the permanent record 
cards. Occasionally pupils are transferred from one di- 
vision to another whenever it becomes certain that they 
will profit by the change. This homogeneous grouping 
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makes it possible for the teacher to do the most for the 
pupils and for the pupils in return to get more from 
their work. 

I believe that through the use of standard tests much 
information may be revealed concerning the mental 
abilities and capacities of the individual pupil, and this 
information when used for corrective purposes will 
greatly improve his development. 

I believe the following things should receive atten- 
tion: 

1. Our commercial department is reaching the point 
where it will be necessary to rearrange and add to the 
equipment in order to accommodate larger classes. 

2. New and more adequate equipment and facilities 
should be provided for the science laboratory. 

3. A more adequate fire alarm system should be in- 
stalled. 

Finally, the Headmaster wishes to express his appre- 
ciation to all school officials, teachers, pupils and citi- 
zens for their earnest cooperation and ‘help during the 
past year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools: 


The following is the report of health work in Milford 
schools, it being the tenth year of this work. 


The usual medical inspection was carried on this fall 
by Dr. W. H. W. Hinds, the nurse assisting. Dr. Hinds’ 
report gives a tabulated account of the physical defects. 
At the present time statistics show that the decrease in 
defective teeth has not been as favorable as that of the 
preceding years. Since “Better Teeth” still remains as 
one of our major health goals, we are encouraging the 
cooperation of the parent, to save his child’s teeth by 
prompt dental attention. 


This year, due to the amount of work in other nurs- 
ing activities, the examination of eyes and ears has been 
carried on very successfully by the teachers, each home 
room teacher being responsible for those under her su- 
pervision. The report for the above has been completed 
throughout the schools with the exception of the high 
school building. The figures are: defective vision, 87, 
and defective hearing, five. 


Health teachings have been exerted in the schools, 
part of which is made possible by the cooperation of the 
teachers. Health rules are learned and occasionally 
talks are given. Frequently general inspections are 
made for cleanliness. 


There has been a few scattered cases of Scarlet 
Fever about the town. Much has been done, however, 
in following up suspected cases that were reported as 
having symptoms. Through the efforts of the health 
officer, doctors, and parents, an epidemic has been avoid- 
ed thus far. 

The cooperation of parents with the teachers and 
school nurse has been of great value and brings out 
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clearly the interest of the community in health work.
